19  20. 

All  of  the  important  institutions 
arc  planning  to  send  all  of  the  del¬ 
egates  they  are  allowed  and  many 
are  begging  permission  to  send  ad¬ 
ditional  representatives.  In  all 
cases  these  delegates  are  being  very 
carefully  selected  so  that  the  most 
good  may  be  obtained. 

Since  1S91,  eight  of  these  conven¬ 
tions  have  been  held  in  various 
large  cities  of  the  United  States; 
five  of  similar  character  have  also 
been  held  in  Great  Brittain. 

The  purpose  of  this  great  con¬ 
vention  as  given  is  really  fourfold: 
to  bring  together  representative 
delegates  of  the  students  and  facul¬ 
ties  of  all  important  institutions  of 
higher  learning  both  in  Canada  and 
in  the  United  States  and  leaders  of 
Christian  enterprise  thruout  the 
world;  to  consider  unitedly  the  ser¬ 
ious  situation  in  all  countries  to¬ 
day,  and  the  problem  of  evangeliz¬ 
ing  the  non-Christian  peoples;  to 
gain  inspiration  and  a  vision  of  the 
world-wide  missionary  >  resnonsibili- 
tes  of  the,  Church;  to  unite  in  pray¬ 
er  and  work  for  a  great  advance  in 
the  direction  of  extending  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Christ  among  all  nations. 

Addresses  will  be  given  at  the, 
five  evening  sessions.  Some  of  the 
ablest  speakers  of  the  Christian 
world  today  are  on  the  program. 
The  first  session,  a  most  important 
one,  will  be  held  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon,  Dec.  31.

Board  of  Regents  Vote  Not  to  Close 
College— Schedule  Again 
Shortened. 

The  Board  of  Regents  met  in 
special  session  in  Maryville,  Dec.  9. 
Those  in  attendance  were:  T.  D. 
Parr,  Hamilton;  G.  W.  Grorner,  Pat- 
tonsburg;  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools  S.  A.  Baker,  Jefferson  City, 
and  W.  A.  Blagg,  Maryville. 

The  question  of  immediate  impor¬ 
tance  was  the  advisability  of  closing 
the  College.  It  was  unanimously 
decided  that  the  school  should  be 
kept  in  session.  All  shortening  of 
periods  and  lessening  of  social  ac¬ 
tivities  which  had  been  made  by 
President  Richardson  weve  heartily 
approved  by  the  Board. 

The  appointments  to  the  faculty 
which  President  Richardson  had 
made  since  the  last  session  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  were  approved. 

The  Board  approved  the  bills  paid 
and  voted  the  payment  of  those 
pending.  Various  other  phases  of 
business  were  discussed. 

Both  student  and  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  carry  their  little  time  memo¬ 
randa  in  their  pockets  and  are  fre¬ 
quently  seen  to  consult  them  to 
know  whether  they  are  in  class  or 
not.  Wednesday,  Dec.  10,  the  first 
day  of  the  second  change  no  one 
was  in  the  least  excited  if  a  student 
appeared  at  a  class  room  door  with 
a  rather  wild  and  questioning  gaze. 
Each  one  knew  that  that  student 
was  trying  to  adjust  himself.

FRENCH. 

The  Beginning  French  1  la,  which 
is  usually  offered  only  in  the  fall 
quarter,  is  again  scheduled  for  the 
second  quarter.  This  is  because  of 
the  short  time  given  to  the  course 
last  quarter.  Nine  students  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  class. 

The  French  classes,  lib  and  61b, 
have  practically  the  same  enroll¬ 
ment  as  classes  1  la  and  61a  for  last 
quarter. 

ENGLISH. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
Advanced  Composition  Class,  an 
elective  course,  has  a  larger  enroll¬ 
ment  than  the  Beginning  Composi¬ 
tion  class,  which  is  a  required 
course.
